ADVOCATES PUTTING 
CRIMINALS BEHIND 
BARS. 



We extract the following from 
A. P. Byrd's speech on Monday 
night of last week when he *nd 
Judge Ltndeey, of Denver, Col. 
addressed a Lexington audience 

"The question of lawlessness is 
one with which we are familiar in 
Kentucky. This lawlessness is not 
co\flned to Kentucky alone, but 
'Jhn the Atlantic to the Pacifi< 
whrrever.we go, when it is learned 
that we are from Kentucky we are 
in a way under suspicion. 

"Kentucky ! grand old Kentucky ! 
to me grandest of the Union, proud 
of its laws, people, institutions, I 
come to apeak about a subject not 
calculated to instill pride — the 
question of lawlessness. 

"Six years' experience as Com- 
monwealth's Attorney has given 
me opportunity to gain some knowl- 
edge of the subject to which I am 
assigned to speak — the lawlessness 
of ttu$ mountains. 1 wilt not be 
harsh nor unjust for they are my 
people, my own blood, most of them 
my friends, so I can not but be 
fair. 

"Most of these people are poor, 
but no braver, truer, nobler people 
live. Whenever a call for men is 
made to tight in defense of their 
couLtry's flag, no others are readier 
than they. Brave to the point of 
recklessness, they have a peculiar 
code of avenging wrongs, and have 
lees frequent recourse to the 
court* — the result is what is known 
as feudal warfare. 

COCXTT OK BHf ATHITT. 

"There is one crime in which one 
•eotion exceeds any other section of 
the State or country — the crime of 
murder by assassination. I mean, 
to be more specific, 1 the county of 
Breathitt. 

"Since January, 1898, there have 
been probably 100 homicides in 
this county. In some cases the 
murderers have been tried, and 
some sentenced. Bribery, intimi- 
dation and perjury often protect 
| them. Trials are not held like in 
"other counties, nor in conformity 
with the law. 

"In a trial here, when asked how 
the result would be, the man 
answered, 'I did not hear the evi- 
dence." In Breathitt] county a 
similar question was answered, 'I 
have not seen the jury.' 

AM ILLUSTRATION. 

"In order to illustrate* further 
how cases are tried there : Some 
men stole some meat and hid it 
away, being unable to get it to their 
homes. Finding the meat, the 
'f owner, with officers, kept a watch 
(for the return of the rogues. They 
fired on the officers and the fire was 
returned. One was killed and the 
other was brought to trial. He 
was poor. A lawyer was appoint- 
ed to defend him and the court 
agreed to let the man plead guilty, 
life imprisonment to be the sent- 
ence, it being pleaded that he did 
not fire a shot. The jury was in- 
structed to return a sentence of 
life or bang. It developed that ten 
were for hanging and theot&er two 
were willing to hang the man rather 
than hang the jury. 

"Five of the juror* ware selected

the next day to try a similar case. 
It was conclusively proven that the 
man had killed an old woman on 
her door step in oold blood. Ten 
minutes' deliberation served to free 
him, for he had served a term in 
the penitentiary— he had killed his 
man. and could be used by othors. 

THKEK FAMOUS ASSASSINATIONS. 

Mr. Byrd touched on the assas- 
sination of Dr. Cox in Jackson, 
which, he says, "still remains a 
mystery. A few witnesses inti- 
mated that they knew something 
They were waited on, told to get 
and they got. 

"The murder of James Cockrill 
was rehearsed, with the efforts to 
have the killing investigated, with- 
out success, at the two following 
terms of court. 

"No one was indicted for that 
crime. A third notable crime was

"Beyond Jackson lie Breathitt, 
Perry, Knott, Leslie, Magoffin, all 
undeveloped, vast territories of 
mineral and timber wealth. It 
needs capital to open it up. But 
talk to capitalists and suggest this 
undeveloped field. They get thi 
map, follow tbe L. &, E and And 
the town of Jackson. They raise 
their hands in holy terror (laugh 
ter), and say, 'deliver me from th- 
town of Jackson.' 

"Some have' tried it, and were 
driven out by the spirit of lawless- 
ness. 

"This question can be solved. 
Kentucky needs today more states- 
men and less politicians ( prolonged 
applause), men who disregard 
party for State interests. If there 
are any Legislators here tonight, 
want to ask them to do their part 
toward blotting out t.h« .t.i n on 
Kentucky's escutcheon. Then those 
refuges from Breathitt will return 
and make that section as great and 
good as any other in the State. I 
thank you."

Poultry Notes.

One can not expect more 
than one prize winning bird out of 
even the best and most expensive 
sitting of eggs. A gentleman whs- 
had paid three dollars and express 
g or eggs wrote a breed- 
er in the fall : "I whs a good deal 
disappointed at hatching but three 
hicks from the eggs you sent ma, 
but I gave t.'.em the best care 1 
could, and felt pretty good when 
Judge Blank scored my birds at 
the fair to find that one of them, a 
cockerel, scored 1)6. I refused an 
offer ol $25 for him P»< HM dews 
ror two more sittings rroin your 
best pen* in the spring." 

You can produce the laying hen 
as the dairy cow is produced — by 
breeding Tor that object and by 
careful selection. Chance matings 
do not produce layers. Get ac- 
quainted with your hens; if it is 
not practicable to use trap nests 
Mdtl the house often, and by keep- 
ing them in small fl icks it is pos« 
siblc to nearly guess the best lay- 
ers. Mark the eggs from the best 
layers and the chicks hatched rrom 
them, UBing as much care in tb* 
selection or a cockerel whose moth- 
er was a prolific layer as in the 
pullets. Tbe best layers an -rood 
feeders. 

A move in the right dir < tioa 
was made by rour suburban neigh- 
bors recently. All or them kepi 
poultry, and each a different breed. 
Last year, in spite or the yards, 
some birds would fly over the fence, 
and the result was cross-breeding, 
which made it impossible to sell 
eggs ror hatching, as some or the 
breeders expected to do. In the 
rail they held a consultation, and 
agreed to all keep the same breed 
birds of as nearly as possible the 
same quality, and high class males. 
The breed chosen was the Barred 
Rock, because of their business 
suit of gray, which will not show 
the dust of the town. All say now 
that the certainty of not receiving 
plaint that a Barred Rook 
egg hatched a cross between a 
Rock and Cochin chicken, or vice 
versa, is worth the sacrifice made 
n choosing one breed. They ox- 
pec t to chaage cocks ^next year — 
Inland Farmer.
